. After this Toma Lincoln ſelected out anhund:ed of his reſolute 
Followers, fuich as he liked of, andtame with Sir Lancelot, and the 
rec of the Engliſh Court, where King Arthur not only gave him a 
fricnd!y Entertainment, but alſo inſtalled him one ofthe Unights of 
the ound Table: and withal, pzoclaimed a folemn Turnament, 
that ſhould be holden in the honour of this new made Knigit: to 
which Turnament, all! from other Countries many Pzinces, 
- Barons, and Knights of hig Horiour, witch behaved themlel des moſt 
nobly, and won great commendatrons of every beholder : but eſpe- 
cially the Red- roſe Knight, who fox that day {od as Champion a- 
gainſt allcommers: in that Turnament, 92 firft dars ded of his 
Rnight-hod, where only byhis valour and pzoweſs he overthzew thee 
Kings, and thirty other Knights, whereby be obtained ſuch grace in 
the.Engliſh Court, that he had by the King a pair of golden Spurs 
put upon his ket, and was accountedone of the bꝛavelt Anights that 
4iv.d in the whole woꝛld. 
Bit now mark how krowning foztune ended their Triumphs 
with unlucky news: fon the lam befoze the un gets unbuckled 
their Armours, chere arrived a Pefſenger, who certified King Arthur 
How his Embaſſadoz was unjuſtly put to death in the Portugale 
Court, foz whoſe death King Archur grew fo inraged, that he ſwore 
by the honour of his bright Renown, and by the golden Spur of true 
eh e the Ponugales fhould repent that inhuman® violence, 
with the death of manytinutand guiltleſsſouls ; anvthat Babes un- 
bozn ſhould habe cauſetocurſe the firlt contriverofthat unjuſt mur- 


der: therefoe with al ſped he myftred upa mighty Army of Houl⸗ 
diers, and appointed the Red-roſe Knight ag chief General over the 


Armpmuſtred fo: Po tugaſe: In which ſervice he accompliſhed ſo 
manp famous exploits, that he was fo2 ever after — ” 
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the R ed- Roſe Knight. 


Boaft of England, Fo! he ſo tirtumſpectly o: dered his Captains, th:t 
in his Camp was never any bꝛawle or Putiny, He was very courte- 


ous and liberal, doing honour to al men acco:ving to their deſerts, 


And (to be bzief) his Campreſembled one of the greateſt Cities in the 
wozld, fo2 all kind of Officers were there found in Oꝛder: and alſo a 
greatQumber of Perchants to furniſh it with all manner of ne- 
ceſſaries» Ye in no caſe permitted ann Robberies, pzirate Fighting, 


* foxce, o violence: but with ſeverity puniſhed thoſe that were therein 
kound guilty. His deſfre was, that his Souldiers ſhould glo!y in no- 


thing ſo much as in Martial Pꝛowelle, vertue, and wisdom. Pe ever⸗ 
moꝛe gave them their pap without either fraud oz deceit, by wh ich 
means his fame and honour gew lo renowned, that his Army daily 
increaſed moꝛe and moꝛe: Foꝛ when he firft arrived upon tle confincs 
of Po tugal, his Camp grew to be as great as ever.wis Ceſais, when 
he conqueredthe Weſtern wozld. So koztunate were 1 
that he made a great part of the Pzovinces of Portugal beſolate, as 
the Portugal E ing had gathered together a marveflous number of 
Souldiers, both old, andof much 1 by xtalon ot the cunti⸗ 
nuꝛl Mars that they had with tte Turkich Ration, adjoyning near 
unto them But when the Po cugal King hat ſet tts Army in a 
readineſs, and ſo marched foz ward to mer the Red · roſe Knight, and 
his warkke followers, which at that time had pitched his Camp in a 
large Champion plain, adjoy ning ner unto the City of Lisbourr, 
where is both theſe Armies met: and ſetting them in oꝛder (as it bc- 


tame god Captaing) there they began in the beak of the dw, the 


moſt cruel aydgerriblef that ever was heard of,qzforght in that age. 

In great danger continued this fight, til the Sun began to let, 
with marvellous flaughter on both fides, yet remained the vicop 
d3ubtful, declining neither to the Portugals, noꝛ yet to the Englith, 
but at laſt, though long, the Portugals liegan to faiiit-end flie,. mo e 
indeed oppꝛeſt with the multitude, then fo! any fear they xeteived in the 
Battel: fo: the moſt part of them dyed manfully in-thrMeld d, ſome ta- 
ken Pꝛiloners, and the reſt fledfo2 their better falet : but now the 
Portugal King pirte ving his Souldiers begin to fie, with courage 
he ſought to wit gd aw them from light, refiffey in perſon valiantly 


the furious rage ofthe enemy; but in that enterpzile he gained ſuch 


and ſomany knocks, chat at lathe was unhoꝛſed, and fo; want of

reſcue, was fo! ted to yield hintſelf as Pꝛiſoner: whertat the whole 
Army of the Portugals were diſcomfited, and the vidop fell to the 
Cagliſh men: the which being obtained, the Red-roſe Knight with 
his Army entred into the City ot Lizborn, where the tommon Soul⸗ 
dlers were inriched with wealthy ſpoils; and the Kings Palace ran⸗ 
ſacked by the Red roſe Knight: where he tok ſuch Pziſoners as him 
veſt liked, and cht ret (like an honourable Vouldier) he ſet at liberty, 
commanding that no violence ſtould be p:otfered any way.

All the Churches in London were on every fide ſet open, hanged 
round about with moſt coſflyfurniture, the fireets were allo moſt 
gozgeouſly teſet with geen boughs, and ſtrowed with petfumes of no 
25 value: and faz che infinite multitude of people that were ſeen in 
tie. Cit»,there were appointed a hundꝛed Whifffers moſt rict ly at⸗ 
fired, to keep the freets plain and open, wi.ereby the triumphs might 
have the eaſter paſſage. = : 
he firſt day hardly ſuffice in god oꝛder fo bꝛing in the Banners, 
Standards, and Enlignes ofthe Conqueror, the golden Amagtg, and 
Tables or. p2ice which were all b;ought in on Carts, very curiouſly 
painted and trinin d. ET. 

On the ſecond.day came in the Armour of the conquered King, as 
allo of all the other Portugal Lozds, After theſe, entred t!2ee thou⸗ 
ſand men in o2dex, bearing nothing but money or enly to be ſeen, and 
deni letters, and Melllels of Silver, of which were thꝛee 
h 5 ndäktp in niünber⸗ and four ok our men allotted ts every 
Vellel: the other bought.in molt artfficial Capeſtry woꝛkg beautified 
wich Gold and Silber. And thus was the ſecond dars triumph ended 
in moſt pomroug {glemitity. | 

Upon the ao Be infinite number of Flutes, Drums, and 
Trumpets, with other uke Martial and Warlike inſtruments, ſound- 
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ing, not after a moſt pleaſant and wert manner, but in matt terrible 
lozt as it was pollible to be done, even in ſuch oꝛder as they bo when 
they pzeſently joyn Battel. And aſter them tame and himdzed and 
twenty Kine, all write, having their Hoꝛns curſouſly guilded with 
gold, their bodies covered with vails, (which they accounted moſt ſa- 
cred and holy) bearing alſo 'Garlands of flowers upon their heads, 


dziven by certain young Eentltnien, no leſs well⸗favoured then goꝛ⸗ 


geouſly attired, Alter theſe followed the Coach of the conquercd King 
of Portugal, with his own Armour laid thercon, openly to be ſen of 
all men; > and Royal Scepter was laid in ſ\&mly oꝛder 
upon his Armour. After his Coach came all the ghet Cr and train 
of Pꝛiſoners on Fat, and after tem followed a grłat Trop of his 
ſervants and officers, as Maſters of his Þoulhould, Secretcries, 
Uſhers, Controllers, Chamberlains, with other Gentlemen of 
Court, all in a moſt ſoꝛrowful manner, ſeeing tl emſel ves bzought in- 

to ſuch extremity and ſervitude, that they moved to compaſſon all 

ſuch as beheld them, Df rhe Kings Childzen, there were two. Boys, 

and one Girl, e? age ſo young and tender, that they Lad ſmall under- 

ſtanding of their misfoztune and miſery. 

After theſe, followedone which carried certain pꝛetiaus ones that 
had ben pꝛelented to the Red-roſe Knight, from ſome ancient Cities 
in Portugal, who immediately followed in perſon triumphantly in his 
Jvozy Chariot, apparelled in Ueſtures of Purple Tie , having a 


Lawzel bough in his hand, and a Crown ol the ſame upon his head: 


alter him followed his own Souldiers, both For-men and Hozſognen 


all marching in moſt decent ozder, armed with rich Furniture, hold-

Thus in this gallant oꝛder marchgy they unts tbe Kings Chappel, 
where in ty pzeſence of the King and his Loꝛdz, which came to to- 
nour and grace their Triumphs, they gave thanks to God fo their 
fucceſcful Nickoꝛy; and after ſo!emn ſervice was ended, 't{ep de-

Kiglt Noble Ladies, J have well underff@d your ſpeches, there- 
foie defice pou to ſyew ſuch favour unto wandzing Travellers , as 
to tell us what Country Foꝛtune hath.bzought-us to, and to what 
cauſe weare commanded by pou to return unts the Sea. 

Surely, Sir Knig:it, (anſwered one of the Damſels) this Country 
whereon youarcarrived, it is not oer y big but yet moſt fertile and 
commodious, and it is called by the name of the Fairy Land And 
now to ſh e you the cauſe why you are commanded to return, this it 
is. Not many years ago there reigned in this Country a King which 
hai to name Lurmos, for wiſdom and proweſs not his equal to be fo ind 
in any of theſe parts of the World: This King had ſuch continual 


War with theborJering Iſlanders, that upon a time he was conſtrained- 


to Muſtet tor the ſame War, all the men, both old and young which 


were faun 1 in his Kingdom. whereby the whole Country was left 


deſtitute of men, to the grent diſcontentment of the Ladies and Dam-

ger over to the fpoiFof his E emies: Which Anſwer when the La- 


dies ha rgeivtd, they took it in evil part, that they conſpired againft 
their King, aud Nusbands, and put to death all t e men children that 
were in the Country: and after determined, when their, Husbands, 
Fathers, and Frende r rurned; from War, that they ſhould the firſt 
Night of their cottiing be lain ſleeping in theit beds, and that never af. 
ter they U ſirſſer man to enter into their Country. After this con- 
clulion, they Crowned Celia the Kings Daughter for their Quaen; 
and ſo afterwards, when the King and his Army retu: ned from the 
Wars, this bloody murder practiſe , and not a man left alive, but only

the King reſerved, whom Celia xould by no mears againſt Nature

Now b tlie e · er living God, which Ev.gl: ſh men adore, (ſeſd the 
Noble Red-roſe Knight) ſuch extremity have we ſuffered at Sea, it at 
we are all like to perilh and dye wich hunger, unleſs we find ſome ſuc- 
cour at your hands, and before we y ill end our lives uh Famine, we 
will enter Battel with thaſe Ladies, and ſo dy e with hon ur in the field: 
yet this kindneſs we C0 _— delire at your hands; to return urto 
your Q een, ard certifie her of «ur poor eſtate, and neceſſity, anꝗ that 
we altogether inſtantly delire her, that if there be any ſpark of Verte 
or Nobility, harboured 1 breaſt, tha ſhe will have pitty upon 
us, & ſuffer us not to end Olives by ſuch an unhappy kind of death. 

With this requeſt the two Ladies returned to the Queen, and rc- 
counted woꝛd to woꝛd the humble ſuitof the Red-rofe Knight, and 
whatertremity they were in: which when the Quten underftod 
that they were Kfiights of England, fte demanded what manner of 
people they were, and of what condition: Surely Madam (anſwered 
one of the two Damſels) Jnever in all my life ſaw moe godly men, 
no2 better ſpoken, and it is to be ſuppoſed they be the choiſe cf all 
humane people, and vith courteous demeanours are able to d aw the 
mercileſs and ſavage Nation to affect them. 

The Nueen hearing the Damtels ſo highly commend the Engliſh 
Knights, thinking alſo upon their requeſt, began (in mind) to have 
pitty upon their miſad\ entures, and ſo inſtantly ſent foz them, and 
gave then fre liberty to make their abode in her Country: ſo 
coming beſoze the Queen and her Ladies, they ſaluted each other 
molt courtcoufly, and with great reverence : but when the vertuoug 
Nucen beheld this noble company befoꝛe her, ſhe delivered to a hun⸗ 
dꝛed ok her Ladies, the hundꝛed Engliſh Knights, and reler ved the 
P2inccly ReJ- roſe Knight nnto her (elf; and ſs were they bꝛought to 
the Queens Palace, where every Lady feaſted her Knight in moſt 
gallant ſo:t, and to their hearts content, But now when the Queen

Volt dear Pzincs's, and fair Queen of this Maiden Country, J 
give you right humble thanks fo: thele your tourteſtes, « by no means 
poſſible may I deſerve this high honour you have graced me with. 

Oh great Knight (xeplyed then the Mugen) the ſmalleſt thought 
of your honourable mind, is ſufficient compence theuttermoſt 
of my deſerts: yet let me requeſt this hing at your noble hands 
that never asked the like favour of any one before, for ſhe that never 
knew the leaſt Motion of love, is now pricked with a hundred tor- 
ments; and unleſs you quench the ardent affection wherewith my 
heart is fired with pleaſant hopes of ſome comfortabe {miles, I am 
like to dye deſperate, and then the world will accuſe you of cruel- 
ty, in murdering a conſtant Lady: but-if it fhall pleaſe you to 
grant me love, and to Eſpouſe me according to Hymens holy Rites,- 
here ſhall you rule ſole King, and be Lord of all this Country.

diſh full of Snakes: to ſting her to death: And the ſeventh, animpop- 
doned Garment, being woꝛn, that will conſume both fleſh and bled, 
' Theſe ſever deathful Servito2s having ſet down their diſhes (the 
leaſt whereof bꝛings pꝛelent death) ſhe was commanded by the Mel⸗ 
lenger which ol them ſhe would chule to die wichal, and to make po 
choice 
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choice: fo2 he was ſworn to the Queen (on whom he attended) to ſe 
ft that day accompliſhed. At theſe his wo2ds ſhe fell uron her knees, 
and with a courage readier to pield to deaths fury, then to the mercy 
of the living Queen, laid as followeth: 

O thou guider of this earthly Globe, thou that gaveſt my weak

Secondly, to die with ſtrange 
ling cord, were baſe, & more fit for robbers, thieves, & malefactors 
Thirdly. to die by deadly poyſon, wereadeath for beaſts & worms 
that fed upon the boſom of the earth. Fourthly, to die by cutting 
knives, and ſlicing razors, were a death for cattel fowles, & fiſhes 
that die for the uſe of man. Fiſthly, by an Iron Rack to end my life 
were a barbarous death, and againſt mans nature. But ſeventhly,to 
die a lingring death, which is a life conſuming by wearing of im- 
poyſoned garments (where wy may ſtill be in company) 
will I chuſe: therefore ſweet Meſſenger of death do thy Office, at- 
tire me in thoſe Robes ; and the manner of my death I beſeech 
thee make known unto the Queen; tell her (I pray thee) I forgive 
her, and may my death be a quiet nntoher ſoul, for my life is to her 
ears, as the fatal ſound of Night-ravens, or the maremaids tunes. 

Many other woꝛds would the have ſpoken, but that rhe command» 
ing Pellenger (being tien to an hour) cauſed her to put on the im- 
poyſoned Robes, which nofaner came to the warmth of her body, but 
the god Lady after a few bitter fghs: © d2eadful gaſps, yielded up the 
Ghoſt, being (thꝛough the ertremity of the infectious: Garment made 
ke to an Anotomy, which they wzappedin Searcloth, and the next 
day gave her bur ial actoꝛding to her ſtate and fo returned tothe inra⸗ 
ged Queen, keeping then her Court in Pendragon Caffle in Wales, 
into whole pjeſence the Meſſenger was no ſwner come, but the angꝛy 
Dueen beyond all meaſure being dcftxous to hear of Angellica's death 
in a rage ran and tlaſped him about the middle, ſaying : 

Speak 
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. Speak Meſſenger, ſpeak, Is the vile Strumpet dead? Is the ſhame 
of women - kind tortured ? Is my hearts grief by her death banifh- 
ed from my boſom ? Speak, for I am over - maſtered with doubts. 

- Moſt gracious Queen (queth the Pefſenger) reſolve your ſelf of 
her death, for the cold earth hath incloſed up her body, but ſo pa- 
tiently took ſhe her death, that well might it have moved a Tygers 
heart to remorſe, for in troth my heart relented. at the manner of 
her death. Never went Lamb more gently to ſlavghter, nor ever 
Turtle-Dove more meek then this woful Lady was at the meſſage 
of her death : for the Elements did ſeem to mourn, cloſing their 
bright beauties up in black and ſable Curtains, and the very flinty 
walls (as it were) ſweat of the agony of her death, ſo —— 
ly, and humbly took ſhe her death: commending her ſelf unto your 
Majeſty, wiſhing that her death might be your ſouls contentment. 

And could ſhe beſo patient (qd the Quten) that ſhe even in death 
would with happineſs to the cauſers thereof? farewel thou miracle 
of woman-kind,F have been to thee a ſavage Lioneſs : I was blinded 
at the report of thy wantonneſs, elſe hadſt thou been now alive, all 
my cruelty againſt thee I deeply repent, & for thy dear hearts blood 
by me ſo raſhly ſpilt, it ſhall be ſatisfied with the lives of many ſouls 
Hereapon ſhe in a fury fommanded the Welſengers head to be

Never aſter this hour (ſuch is the remozle of a guilty conſcience)

conec it) gave remoꝛſe fo2 revenge: and till that her own lile had gi- 
ven ſatisfaction by death foꝛ the ruine of lo ſwet a Ladies life, no fad 
could dg her god, no flep quiet her bꝛain, no pleaſure content the mind 
Da e with a terrible countenance did evermoze attend her, wil⸗ 
llüc her Tornerhne to th:ow her (elf beädlong drüm the top of a Tower, 
lometime hy Poyſon To end her.dayes, ſometime by d'owning, lome⸗ 
time by hanging; ſometime by one thing, ſometime by another: but 
at laſt in the middle of the night, having her heart deeply over-maſter- 
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ed by deſpair, ſhe tok a girdle of pure Arrabian Silk, which girdle the
